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Constitution of the Missionai’y Society, 



Article 1. This Assoeiaiion shall be known as the Mission- 
ii-y Society of the Annual Conference of the Methodist Pro- 
. ‘Slant Church, of the Georgia District. 

Art. 2. The object of this Association shall be to raise 
nnds for the support of missionaiies to travel in the bounds 
f said district. 

Art. 3. x\ny person contributing one dollar shall be a mem- 
>or of this Society, so long as they may contribute that 
amount annually. 

Art. 4. The officers of said Society shall be a President, 
Secretary and Treasurer. The Treasury shall be elected 
innually by the Societj’, and shall be required to give bond and 
ecurity for the faithful performance of the duty ot his office, 
ind for the safety of all the funds that may come into his 
lands. 

Art. 5. This Society shall meet annually at the time and 
place of holding the Annual Conference. The members of 
.,he Conference shall transact the businesss of the Association.' 

Art. 6. Everj’^ minister shall present the object of this 
Association whenever practicable, and solicit contributions to 
carry out its object, and pay over the same to the Treasurer. 

Art. 7. The funds contributed shall be employed in com- 
pensating such missionaries and preachers, as shall be ems 
•oloyed by the Society, or its authorities. 

Art. 8. The selection ai d appointment of Missionaries for 
ihe Association shall be made by the E.xecutive Committee. 

Art. 9. There shall be an Executive Committee, consisting 
if six members, three ministers and three laymen, appointed 
by the Association, one of whom shall be President for the 
lime beino*, whose duty it shall be to employ missionaries to 
iravel wiUiin the bounds of the district, and to define their 
iuties, and to fix their compensation, and to pay over to them 
ihe same out of the moneys that may be in the treasury, and 
draw on the Treasurer tor the same, and report to the Assc- 
oiation annually all their acts and doings. 

Art. 10. The President and Secretary ot the Conference 
ihall, by virtue of their offices, be President and Secretary of 
he Association. 




By-Laws of the Georgia IMrtrict 



I. No rnernbov shall lake a seat as a member of the Con- 
ference uruil he has traveled nmler its authority, or the di- 
rection of the President, a sufticient time for a laj’ dele^?ate 
to be constitutionally elected to lake a seat with him. Pio- 
vided, a lay deletrate shall have been elected. 

II. No layman shall be entitled to a seat in the Annual 
Conference without proper credentials or satisfactory evi- 
dence of his election ; ami, where alternates are elected, the 

certificates shall so express it. , n . 

III. The lay delejrales to the Annual Conference shall be 
elected by the co»)stituiional voters in the circuits and sta^ 
lions, in the follo\vin<r manner: 

1. It shall he the duty of the Superintendent to notify the 
Societies, at his first appointment after the third quarterlj* 
meelinj<, that at his next appointment the election of deles 
^ates to the Annual Conference will take place in each So- 

2. The superintendetit and class-leader shall superintend 
the election, but, in the absence of the superintendent or 
class leader, or both, the Society shall appoint some person or 
persons to superintend the election in each Society, by receiv- 
ing the tickets of all the voters, who shall then count, seal up, 
and transmit a full list of all the names of the voters, and 
the number of votes given to each person voted for, by son.e 
one upix)intod by the Society to the next Quarterly Confer- 
ence, to be opened in the presence of the Conference, counted 
over by the Chairman and Secretary, assisted by two laj^men , 
and the individual or individuals having the highest number 
of votes shall be declared duly elected, and be furnished with 
certificates accordingly In case of a tic, the members of 
the Quarterly Conference shall decide the election by a ma^ 




V. The Conference shall never appoint any man to itinerate, 
unless he intimates his willingness to labor, either verbally or 
by letter. 

VI. It shall be theilut}’’ of ministers and preachers to read, 
or cause to be read, the historical preface, the second, tenth 
and fourteenth articles of the Consitution of the Methodi c 
Prrilestant Church, once a quarter, in all our churches. 

VII. The Conference will not receive into membership, or 
elect to orders, any preacher or minister who dissents from 
any of the fundamental doctrines or ordinances of our church, 
as set forth in our Articles ot Keligion. 

VIII. The second article of the Constitution and the last 
clause of the first so ;tion of the detail Discipline, should be 
iindi-.rstood as to apply to the seekers of religion only, and 
time each church mny admit to full membership persons ap- 
plying on their profession of faith in Christ, and a knowledge 
ol their sins forgiven. 

IX. The President has no power, during recess of the Con- 
ference, to appoint any minister or preacher to a circuit or 
station, without consulting said circuit or station, or its aii^ 
Ihorities, unless the delegates from said circuit or station con- 
sent thereto, when the report of the Standing Committee 
may be adopted by the Conference. 

X. It shall require a majority ot all the votes of all the 
members present to constitute an election in the Conference. 

XI. The ministers, preachers and memb« rs of the Methos 
dist Protestant Church shall take the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper conjointly. 

XII. When practicable, the ordination of our ministers 
shall take place on Sabbath, during the session of Conference. 

XIII. In case of the death ot any of our ministers in the 
interval of Conference, it shall be the duty of the President 
at the next session, to appoint some brother ;o j reach a fun-I 
eral discourse, as a tribute of respect to the decetsed, at some 
hour during the sitting of Conference. 

XIV. Each church shall elect and send up a dt icgutc to llie 
Quarterly Conference, or so soon tliereafier as : ractieabie, 
whose dut3V when assembled, it sliall be to a^iportion the 
preachers’ salary’ among the churches, in propoi !. »n to then* 
numbers and their ability to pay, and that cacti ciicrcli njipoii.t 
a steward to collect the same. Should tiie jiccnln riiy of tiio 
circuit render anj^ other plan more efficient to cu •• y *^out tl e 
object contemplated, the churches should pursue the course 
which to them may’ seem best.
